The hour of 12 o’clock M. having arrived, the House was called to order 
by L. R. Leeds, the Assistant Chief Clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives of tne Fifth Session of the Legislature of the State of Idaho, acting 
as Chief Clerk.

Upon a call of the roll all of the members-elect of the House were 
present. ` 

The Chief Clerk appointed Moore of Idaho County and Heney of Sho- 
shone County to wait on the Chief Justice and request that he attend 
upon the House and administer the oath of office to the members-elect 
of the House. 

The committee retired and returned with Chief Justice Quarles, who 
administered the oath of office to all the members-elect of the House. 

The Chief Clerk announced that the election of a Temporary Speaker 
was now in order. 

Whereupon, Scott of Kootenai County nominated McKinley of Sho- 
shone County, and French of Latah County nominated Snow of Canyon 
County. 

The roll was called with the following result: Total number of votes 
cast 49; McKinley received 27 and Snow 22. McKinley having received 
a majority of all the votes cast was declared elected Temporary Speaker. 

The chair appointed a committee of two, consisting of Walters o” 
Lincoln and French of Latah, to escort the Temporary Speaker to the 
chair. 

The Speaker announced that it was now in order to elect a Temporary 
Chief Clerk, whereupon Triesch of Nez Perce County placed in nomina- 
tion L. R. Leeds of Ada County, and Walters of Lincoln County placed 
in nomination Mary A. Wright of Kootenai County. The roll was called 
with the following result: Total number of votes cast 48; Wright re- 
ceived 25 and Mr. Leeds 23. 

Wright having received a majority of all votes cast was declared 
elected Temporary Chief Clerk. 

Bangs of Latah moved to proceed with organization of the House, 
which motion prevailed. 

At this time the House was notified by a committee from the Senate, 
consisting of Ballantine of Blaine, Pugmire of Bear Lake and Whitwell 
of Lemhi County, that the Senate was regularly organized and ready 
to do business with this body. The Speaker appointed a committee of 
two, consisting of Munson of Latah County and Walters of Lincoln 
County, to escort the Temporary Chief Clerk to the desk. 

Moved by Yearian of Lemhi County that the temporary organization 
be made permanent. 

The following amendment was offered by Munson of Latah: That the 
name of B. L. French of Latah be inserted for Speaker, and the name 
of George Harrigfeldt for Chief Clerk. 

Moved by Walters of Lincoln County that said amendment be laid 
upon the table, which motion prevailed. 

Moved by Walters of Lincoln County that the House proceed to com- 
plete permanent organization. 

Carried. 

Moved by Scott of Kootenai County that Glenn P. McKinley be elected 
Speaker and Mary A. Wright, Chief Clerk. 

French of Latah County rose to a point of order, that the motion just 
made was the same as motion whose amendment was tabled. Speaker 
decided the motion in order. French appealed from the decision. Upon 
roll call the Chair was sustained by a vote of 27 to 21, 

Munson of Latah moved to amend by substituting the name of Burton 
L. French for the name of Glenn P. McKinley and George Harrigfeldt 
for Mary A. Wright. Seconded by Snow of Canyon County. 
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The roll was called with the following result: 

Total vote 48. Ayes, 28; nays, 20. Motion declared lost. 

Roll call upon original motion resulted as follows: Total vote 48. 
Ayes, 31; nays, 17. 

Motion prevailed and Mr. McKinley + was declared elected Speaker and 
Mary A. Wright, Chief Clerk. 

House took a recess from 1:30 to 3 p.-m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

House called to order by the Speaker. i 

House proceeded with the work of organization.. 

Speaker appointed a committee, -consisting of Hunter. of Latah and 
Snow of Canyon, to wait upon the Chief Justice and request that he 
attend upon the House and administer the oath of office to the Speaker 
and Chief Clerk. The committee retired and returned with the Chief 
Justice, who administered the oath of office to the Speaker and the 
Chief Clerk. 

French of, Latah nominated D. M. McReynolds for Chaplain. Triesch 
of Nez Perce nominated R. B. Sherill for Chaplain. Roll was called with 
the following result: 

- Total vote 49, of which Mr. McReynolds received 20 and Mr, Sherill 29. 
Mr. Sherill having received a majority of all votes cast, was dec.ared 
elected. 

The following nominations were then made by Triesch of Nez Perce 
County: For Assistant Chief Clerk, Avery U. Moore of Idaho’ County; 
for Journal Clerk, Helen M. Dougherty; for Engrossing Clerk, Angela

Moved by French of Latah that last list of nominees be elected. Upon

TUESDAY, SECOND DAY—JANUARY 8, 1901. 
House of Representatives, Boise, Idaho, January 8, 1901. 
House met pursuant to adjournment. 
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Mr. Speaker in the chair. 7 

Prayer by chaplain. 

Roll call. 

All present except Wm. A. Davis and Triesch. 

The Speaker announced that the first thing in order would he assign- 
ment of seats, and suggested that a committee be appointed for the 
purpose of selecting seats for the new members, and that the former 
members be allowed to choose for themselves. . 

Mr. Walters moved that committee of three be appointed to wait upon 
the Senate and invite the members of that body to participate in a 
joint session to hear the Governor’s message read. Motion seconded 
by Adams of Washington. Which motion prevailed. 

The Speaker appointed the following committee: Davis of Owyhee, 
French of Latah and Davis of Elmore. ` Upon returning the committee 
reported to the House that the Senate were not.in sesson, 

Mr. French moved that a member, Mr, Peter Pence, being hard of 
hearing, be given a seat near the center of the House, Wher motion 
prevailed. = 

The Speaker announced his appointment of a committee for the selec- 
tion of seats for the new members, which committee consisted of Man- 
dell of Blaine, Anderson of Fremont and Mounce of Nez Perce. 

Mr. Ericson moved that the Speaker make a requisition on the Sec- 
retary of State to furnish each member with a copy of the Senate and 
House Journals of the Fifth Session, also a copy of the Revised Stat- 
utes and the Session Laws of 1899, which motion was seconded by Bangs 
of Latah and prevailed. ` ' 

The Speaker announced that the members of previous sessions, seven 
in number, be allowed to choose seats first, 

French of Latah moved that fifteen minutes recess be taken for the 
purpose of selections of seats. Which motion prevailed. © i 

After recess new members were allotted seats according to arrange- 
ments of committee. 

Snow of Canyon moved that the Sergeant-at-Arms be empowered to 
secure a postoffice box for the use of members of the House. Which 
motion was seconded and prevailed. 

The committee sent to the Senate reported that the message of the 
House had been delivered, and that the Senate would follow immedi- 
ately. 

The doorkeeper snvounesd that the Senate and officers were in waiting 
and by direction of the Speaker they were admitted. 

Mr. Moody moved that a committee of three be appointed to notify 
Governor Hunt that the joint assembly was ready to receive the mes- 
sage. Which motion was seconded and prevailed, 

The Speaker appointed a committee of three, consisting of Moody of 
Shoshone, Macbeth of Custer and Walters of Lincoln, to wait upon 
the Governor to secure his attendance at the joint session during the 
reading of message. : 

The members arose to receive the Governor. 

The Governor was escorted te the chair by, the committee, and the 
Secretary of the Senate_read the Governor’s message. 

On motion of Ballantine of Blaine, seconded by Davis of Owyhee, five 
thousand copies of the Governor’s message was ordered printed for dis- 
tribution to the members of the House and citizens of the State. Which 
motion prevailed. 

On motion of Macbeth of Custer, seconded by Ballantine of Blaine, 
the joint assembly was dissolved. 

‘Davis of Owyhee moved to take a recess until 2:30 Dp. m. Mandell of 
Blaine seconded the motion. Which motion was lost. 

The Speaker announced that by unanimous consent of the House that 
they suspend further proceedings on the motion to adjourn to hear 
the memorial which Moore of Idaho desired to introduce. 
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House Joint Memorial No. 1 was then introduced by Moore of Idaho 
and read the first time. 

Moore moved that the memorial as read be adopted. Triesch seconded 
the motion. French moved that the resolution be placed on file and 
referred to the consideration of an appropriate committee. 

Motion lost. 

French moved that the word “rejected” be substituted for the word 
‘adopted’ in the resolution. The motion seconded and a roll call on the 
amendment resulted in the following vote: Ayes, 20; nays, 28.

House called to order by Speaker. 

Roll call. All present except Metcalf. 

Report of Committee on Rules: 

We, your Committee on Rules, report that we have had formulated 
and recommend for adoption, the following rules for the government of 
the Sixth Session of the House of Representatives of the State of 
Idaho. l 

: GLENN P. McKINLEY. 
EDW. A. WALTERS, 
BURTON L. FRENCH, 
P. J. DWYER, 
J. C. WHITE. 

Walters of Lincoln moved that the rules as submitted be read. Adams 
of Washington seconded the motion. 

Carried. = 

The rules were then read, as follows: 

RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

1. The Speaker shall take the chair at the time to which the House 
-Stands adjourned, and the House shall then be called to order, and 
after prayer by the Chaplain the roll of the members called and the 
names of the absentees shall be entered upon the Journal of the House. 

2. Upon the appearance of a quorum the Journal of the preceding day 
shall be read by the Clerk and any mistakes therein shall be corrected 
by the House. 

3. One-third of the members present may order a call of the House and 
cause absent members to be sent for, but a call must not be made 
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aftcr voting has been commenced. A call being, maved the Speaker 
shail require those rcyulring the “call to rise, and if one-third of the 
mombors shall rise, the call shali be ordered. 

The call being ordercd, the Sergeant-at-Arms. shall close the door 
and no member shall be allowed to leave the room except by unanimous 
consent. 

The Clerk shall then call the roll and furnish the Sergeant-at-Arms 
with a list of those members that are absent without leave, and that 
officer shall proceed forthwith to find and bring in-such absentees. 

While the House is under call no business shall be transacted except 
to receive and act upon the report of' the Sergeant-at-Arms. And no 
motion shall be in order except a motion to suspend further proceed- 
ings under the call, which shall require two-thirds of the members 
present. A 

Upon the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms showing that all of the 
members who were absent without leave, naming them, are present, the 
call shall be at an end and the doors shall be opened and the business 
or motion pending at the time the call was made shall be proceeded 
with. 

4. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and decide questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the House. 

5. The Speaker shall vote upon all questions taken by ayes and nays 
(except on appeals from his own decisions). When the House adjourns 
the members shall keep their seats until the Speaker announces the 
adjoxzrnment, 

7 Every member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from his seat 
and respectfully address the Speaker and remain standing in his place 
before proceeding to speak until he is recognized by the chair. 
~ 8. When two or more members shall rise at once the Speaker shall 
designate the member who is first to speak, but in all cases the mem- 
bers making the motion or the chairman of the committee making the 
report which is under consideration shall have the privilege of opening 
and closing the debate thereof. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the sdme subject, nor 
shall any member occupy the floor for longer than one hour at one 
time, without leave of the House, nor shall any member speak more 
than once, except for an explanation, until every member choosing to 
speak on the subject shall have spoken. 

10. No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be seconded. 
It shall be stated by the Speaker before the debate, and any such mo- 
tion or any amendment shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or 
any member desires it. 

11. After a motion shall have been stated by the Speaker it shall be 
deemed to be in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at 
any time by the consent of the House before amendment or decision; 
but all motions, resolutions and amendments shall be entered upon the 
Journal, whether rejected or adopted. 

12. When a question is under debate no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, to postpone indefinitely, which 
several motions shall have precedence in the order in which they stand 
arranged. 

13. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except when a mem- 
ber is addressing the chair, or a vote is being taken, or as provided in 
Rule 3. 

14, There shalt be a motion for the previous question, which, being or- 
dered by a majority of members present, if a quorum, shall have the 
effect to cut off all debate and hring the House to a direct vote upon 
the pending question. It shall be in order, pending the motion for, or 
after the previous question shall have been ordered on its passage, for 
the Speaker to entertain and submit a motion to commit with or with- 
out instructions to a standing or select committee, 
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(2) A call ef the House shall not be in order after the previous ques- 
tiun is ordered, unless it shall appear on an actual count by the 
Speaker, that a quorum is not present, 

*15. When the previous question is decided in the negative, it shall have 
the main question under debate for the residue of the sitting, unless 
sooner disposed of by taking the question, or in some other manner. 

16. AN incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made 
for the previous question during the pending of such motion, or after 
the House shall have determined that the main question shall now be 
put, shall be decided, whether an appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

17. Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the House 
shall be presented by the Speaker or by a member in his place. 

18 Every member present within the bar of the House shall vote on 
any question put, unless excused by the House. 

19. When the Speaker is putting the question no member shall walk 
out or across the hall; nor when a member is speaking shall any per- 
son entertain any private discourse or pass between him and the chair. 

20. If a question in debate contains several points the House may order 
the same divided. . 

21. A member cailed to order shall immediately sit down unless per- 
mitted to explain and the House appealed to shall decide the case. - 

If there be no appeal the decision of the chair shall be submitted to. 
On an appeal no member shall speak more than twice without leave of 
the House, nor more than ten minutes at each time. 

When a member is called to order for offensive language there shall 
be no debate. ra 

22. Every bill and joint resolution shal be introduced on the report 
of a committee or on a call for bills and joint resolutions, or be a motion 
for leave, i 

23. Every bill before being introduced Shall have endorsed thereon the 
title of the same, and every Dill’ or resolution shall have thereon the 
name of the member introducing it, and when introduced by a commit- 
tee the name of such committee shall be endorsed thereon. 

24. No law shall be passed except by bill, nor shall any bill be put 
upon its final passage until the same, with the amendment thereto, shall 
have been printed for the use of the members; nor shall any bill be- 
come à law unless the same shall have been read on three several days 
in the House previous to the final vote thereon: Provided, In case of ur- 
gency two-thirds of the House may, upon a vote of the years and nays, 
dispense with this provision. On the final passage of all bills they shall” 
be read at length, section by section, and the vote shall be by yeas and 
nays upon each bill separately, and shall be entered upon the Journal, 
and no bill shall become a law without the concurrence of a majority 
of the members present. > 

25. All bills, memorials, orders and resolutions regfiiring the approval 
of the Governor shall, after a second reading, be refsrred by the Speaker 
to their appropriate committee, unless otherwise ordered by the’ House: 

When any such bill, memorial or resolution shall have been reported 
upon by such committee, it shall be immediately referred to the Com- 
mittee on Printing and ordered printed, unless it shall be laid on the 
table or indefinitely postponed. If the same shall have been reported 
without amendment, it shall pass to the third reading, unless otherwise 
ordered; if with amendment, they shall go to the Committee of the 
Whole of the House. 

26. All bills shall be properly engrossed before their final passage. 

27. The final question after consideration in Committee of the Whole 
of a bill or other paper originating in the House shall be: “Shall it be ` 
ordered engrossed and passed to a third reading?” And upon every such 
bill or paper originating in the Senate, “Shall it be read a third time?” 

28. No amendment shall be received on the third reading, but all bills 
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and resolutions may be recommitted at any time previous to their 
passage. : 

29. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. No bill or 
resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing thereto or incor- 
porating therewith any other bill or resolution pending’ before the 
House. 

30. In forming a Committee of the Whole House the Speaker shall 
appoint a chairman to preside. 

31. Bills committed to a Committee of the Whole House shall be first 
read through unless the committee shall otherwise’ order and then read 
and debated by sections, leaving the title to be last considered; all 
amendments shall be noted in writing and reported to the House by the 
chairman. 

32. (1) All questions, whether in committee or in the House, shall be 
put in the order in which they are moved, except in the case of 
privileged questions, and in filling up blanks, the largest sum and the 
longest time shall be first put. 

(2) Upon the introduction of all appropriation bills, containing more 
than one item or appropriation, the item or appropriation calling for the 
largest sum shall be placed first, and the other items followed in a di- 
minishing scale, the smallest being placed last, in which order they shall 
be considered by the House or Committee of the Whole, if consideration 
be given to particular items. 

33. A similar mode of proceeding shall be observed with bills which 
have originated in and passed the Senate as with bills originating in 
the House, except they shall not be printed. 

34, When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall be in 
order for any member of the majority on the same or succeeding day 
‘ to move for the reconsideration thereof; which motion shall not be 
heard after such succeeding day, and such motion shall take precedence 
of all other questions except the consideration of a conference report 
or a motion to adjourn; but if the motion be not made on the same day 
the member intending to move such reconsideration shall give notice of 
such intention on the day the question to be reconsidered is voted upon: 
Provided, That during the last sixidays of the session the motion to re- 
consider can only be made on the same day the vote to reconsider is 
taken. 

35. Any member who votes on that side of a question which prevailed 
may be at liberty to move a reconsideration, and a motion for a reton- 
sideration shall be decided by a majority of votes. 

36. The rules of the House shall be observed in Committee of the 
Whole House as far as may be applicable, except that the ayes and nays 
shall not be called, the previous question enforced, nor any limitation 
placed upon debate. The Committee of the Whole shall not consider 
any appeal from a decision of the chairman, but in case a member is 
dissatisfied with any such decision the committee shall at once rise 
and report the question to the House for determination, when the 
Speaker shall rule upon the point, subject to appeal to the House, as 
in other cases. 

87. A motion that the committee rise shall always be in order and shal: 
be decided without debate. 

88. Standing committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, as follows:

41. The Committee on Enrollment shall examine all House Dills and 
joint resolutions which have passed the two Houses, and when reported 
correctly enrolled they shall be presented to the presiding officers of the 
House and Senate for their signatures, and when so signed to the Gov- 
ernor for his approval. Said committee may report at any time. 

42, Select committees to whom reference shall be made shall in all 
cases report a state of facts and their opinion thereon to the House. 

43. In all cases where a bill, order or resolution shall be entered upon 
the Journal of the House the name of the member moving the same 
shall be entered upon the Journal. 

44, The Speaker shall cause the Clerk of the House‘to make a list 
of all the bills, resolutions, reports of committees, and other proceedings 
of the House, which are committed to a Committee of the Whole House 
and which are not made the order of the day for any particular day and 
to number the same, which Hst shall be called “The General Order of 
the Day” and they shall be taken up in the order in which they are 
numbered, unless otherwise ordered by a majority of the House, and the 
Clerk shall also keep a book showing the situation and progress of bills.

16. Third reading of the same. 

17. Consideration of General Order. 

46. Whenever the report of any committee of conference contains 
geveral modifications or amendments, any member may have the same 
divided and the question of concurrence taken separately upon each 
modification or amendment. 

47, When the House has arrived at the general order of the day it 
shall go into Committee of the Whole upon each order or particular or- 
de: designated by a vote of the House, and no other business shall be in 
order until the whole are considered and passed or the committee rise, 
and unless a particular bill is ordered up, the Committee of the Whole 
shall consider, act upon or pass the general order according to the order 
of their reference. 

48. The Speaker may leave the chair and appoint a member to pre- 
side, but not for a longer time than one day, except by leave of the 
House. 

49. The rules of parliamentary practice, adopted by the House of 
Representatives of the United States, shall govern the House in alf 
eases to which they are applicable and in which they are not inconsis- 
tent with the standing rules and orders of the House and the Joint rules 
and orders of the Senate and House of Representatives. 

50. No rule of the House shall be suspended, altered or amended with- 
out the concurrence of two-thirds of the members of the House. 

51. The hour of daily meeting of the House shall be 10 o’clock in the 
forenoon, until the House directs otherwise. 

52. The ayes and nays shall not be ordered unless demanded by three 
members, except upon the final passage of bills, joint resolutions and 
memorials (except aS provided in Rule 24), in which case the ayes and 
nays shall be had without any demand. 

53. In case all the members of any committee are required or entitled 
to report on any subject referred to them and can not agree upon 
any report, the majority and minority may each make a special report, 
and any member dissenting in whole or in part from the reasonings 
and conclusions of both majority and minority may also present to the 
House a statement of his reasonings and conclusions, and all reports, 
if decorous in language and respectful to the House, shall be entered at 
length upon the journals, 

54. No smoking shall be allowed in ane representative chamber, gal- 
lery or any committee room. 

55. No member or other person shall remain by the clerk’s desk when 
the ayes and nays are being called. 

56. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the lobby or 
gallery, the Speaker or the chairman of the Committee of the Whole 
shall have power to order the samé to be cleared. 

57. No member or officer of the House, unless from illness or other 
cause, he be unable to attend, shall absent himself from the sessions 
of the House during an entire day without first having obtained leave 
of absence, and no one shall be entitled to draw pay while absent more 
then one day without leave. 

58. Neither the Chief Clerk nor his assistants shall permit any rec- 
ords or papers belonging to the House to be taken out of their custody, 
otherwise than in the regular course of business, 

The Chief Clerk shall report any missing papers to the Speaker; shall 
have general supervision of all clerical duties appertaining to the duties 
of the House; shall perform, under direction of the Speaker, all duties 
pertaining to the business of his office, and shall also keep a book show- 
ing the situation and progress of all bills, memorials and joint resolu- 
tions, 
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59, It shall be the duty of the Committee on State Affairs and Federal 
Relations to examine into the state of accounts and expenditures of the 
State Auditor, State Treasurer and all other State officers entrusted 
with the custody or disbursement of any portion of the public moneys; 
to inquire and report particularly, on or before the 13th day of the 
session, whether or not the expenditures made by each and all of such 
officers are justified under the law; whether or not all claims from 
time to time satisfied and discharged by such officers are supported by 
sufficlent vouchers, establishing the justice of suGh claims both as to 
character and amount, 

Whether or not all claims have been discharged out of funds appro- 
priated therefor, and whether or not all moneys have been disbursed 
in conformity with the appropriation laws, and whether or not all 
moneys reported to be on hand are so on hand and to the credit of the 
various funds as reported, and whether or not the notes, bonds and se- 
curities in which any portion of the public moneys are reported to be 
invested are on hand as reported, and whether or not the same are 
proper and secure investments and securely kept. And it shall be, more- 
over, the duty of said committee to report from time to time whether 
any and what retrenchments can be made in the expenditure of any 
department or office of the State without detriment to the publie service, 
and to report from time to time such recommendations and bills as may 
be necessary to add to the economy and accountability of any officer of 
the State; and said committee shall make such recommendations as to 
the investment of public moneys and the exchange or sale of any of the 
bonds or securities held by the State, as in their judgment the public 
interest requires. 

60. The chairman of each standing committee shall lay on the Clerk’s 
desk, to be read previous to adjournment, notice of the time and place 
o£ meeting of such committee. 

61. No one, except members and attaches of the House, shall be al- 
lowed in the committee rooms of the House, during session, except by 
permission of the Speaker or the chairman of the committee then in 
session. 

62, Justices and ex-Justices of the Supreme Court, the Judges and ex- 
Judges of the District Courts, present and ex-State officers, members of 
the present and past Legislatures of this State and Territory, State 
officers of other States, members of Constitutional Convention, and 
members of the United States Congress, shall be admitted to a seat 
upon the floor of the House. 

63. It shall be the duty of the standing Committee on Rules to report 
and recommend the adoption of any special rule when the business of 
the House seems to the committee to require it. 

64. The following questions shall be decided without debate: To ad- 
journ. To lay on the table. To suspend the rules. For the previous 
question. Any question in regard to the order of business, extending 
or limiting debate, withdrawing a motion, or taking up business out of 
its proper order. 

65. Attaches of the House shall not be permitted to lobby for or against 
any bill or measure pending. 

Walters of Lincoln moved the adoption of the rules as read, which 
motion was seconded by Moore of Idaho and carried. 

French of Latah moved that 150 copies of the rules be printed for tae 
of members, 

Carried. 

Triesch of Nez Perce moved that the joint rules of committee be 
read, Seconded by Mandell of Blaine. 

Carried, 

Joint rules read, as follows: 

To the Members of the Senate and House‘of Representatives, Sixth Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of the State of Idaho: 
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We, your committee chosen to prepare a set of Joint Rules for the 
Senate and House of Representatives, Sixth Session of the Legislature 
of the State of Idaho, respectfully submit the following, to wit: 

Rule 1. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in one 
House and dissented from in the other, if either House shall request a 
conference and appoint a committee to confer, the other House shail 
appoint a like committee and such committee shall meet at a con- 
convenient hour to be agreed upon by their respective chairman and 
shall confer upon the differences between the two Houses and shall re- 
port as early as convenient the result of their conference to the re- 
spective Houses for their action. 

Rule 2. When a message shall be sent to either House it shall be an- 
nounced at the door by the doorkeeper and shall be respectfully com- 
municated to the chair by the person by whom it is sent. 

Rule 3. Messages shall be sent by the Clerks or by such other per- 
sons as the presiding officer may select for that purpose. 

Rule 4. Notice to either House of action by the other shall be in 
writing and be signed by the Clerk of the House from which such 
notice is conveyed. 

Rule 5. After a bill shall have passed both Houses it shall be enrolled 
immediately by the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it originated. 
When a bill is enrolled it shall be examined by the Enrolling Commit- 
tee of the House in which it originated, which shall carefully compare 
the enrollment with the engrossed bill as passed by the two Houses, 
and after correcting any errors which may be discovered in the enrolled 
pill make their report forthwith to the House in which the Dill origi- 
nated. 

Rule 6 ‘After examination and report, each bill shall be signed, first 
by the presiding office of the House in which it originated then by the 
presiding officer of the other House, and lastly be submitted to the Gov- 
ernor for his approval. 

The Enrolling Committee shall report the day of submission to the 
Governor, which date shall he carefully entered on the Journal of 
the House in which the bill originated, 

Rule 7. AH joint resolutions and memorials after being passed shall 
be treated in every respect as are bills, except that they shall be filed 
with the Secretary of State instead of being left with the Governor 
for his approval.- 

Rule 8. When final action shall have been taken upon any pill, joint 
resolution or memorial which has been passed in one House, it shall 
be returned to the House in which it originated with an endorsement 
thereon by the Clerk showing a complete record of all action taken 
upon it. 

Rule 9. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial, except In matters 
pertaining to revenue or finances, shall have been passed by one House 
and shall have been rejected by the other, it can not again be intraq- 
duced in the House in which it originated. 

Rule 10. When both Houses adhere to their disagreement after the 
report of the committee of conference upon any bill, joint resolution 
or memorial, the same shall be considered lost. 

Rule 11. The chairman of the House Committee on Printing and the 
ehairman of the Senate Committee on Printing shall constitute a stand- 
ing committee of two to take action on all articles proposed to be 
printed by concurrent action, and the work to be done shall be equally 
apportioned to each for reference to their respective committees of 
which they are chairman. 

Rule 12. When the two Houses shall meet in joint convention the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives shall preside. Such conven- 
tion shall be held in the chamber of the House of Representatives. 
The Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives and the Sécretary of 
the Senate shall be the Clerks of such conventions, and a record of the , 
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proceedings of this Convention shall þe entered on the Journals of the 
respectiye Houses.

Gentlemen: We have learned with deep regret that a bill has been 
introduced into the House to repeal the anti-gambling law row in force, 


é 
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and to replace it by one livensing gambling. We helie.é it to be the 
obligation of each citizen to exercise his rights, and show his zeal for 
the welfare of the State. As citizens we wish to express to you our con- 
victions concerning this proposed measure. 

We believe it has been fully proven that gambling is hostile to the 
best interest of any community. The property of the State depends 
upon its manhood. The money that is gained at the expense of manhood 
is destructive. Gambling has but one end—the destruction of men. No 
one wants the gambler in his family nor in his employ in any respon- 
sible position. Law aims to guard the gambling house to destroy civili- 
zation. There certainly are men who will gamble, but we ask that you 
make no law that will give the sanction of the State to a business that 
depends for its success upon the making of men and boys into gamblers. 
As our representatives we appeal to you that your votes may not fasten 
the fetter more strongly on the limbs of our commonwealth. Therefore, 
we urge that the present law be retained, because it has proven its ef- 
ficiency. This fact is made clear by the strenuous efforts of the pro- 
moters of the gambling interest to secure its repeal, It is incredible that 
they are concerned for the revenues of the State. The present law has 
cut down thelr gains. 

Shall we then enter into a contract with them to increase their gains, 
and to take away our power to protect the public morals against their 
rapacity? 

We also respectfully submit to you that the consideration given the 
wishes of any person is not to be determined by the amount of property 
he may possess. A man without a family, whose income is swollen by 
the rentals of houses used for infamous purposes, is not entitled to the 
consideration due to the wife of the poorest laborer whose husbands 
and sons will gamble away her support when gambling houses stand 
open. 

Appealing to your patriotism, and love of home, we express the earn- 
est hope that you will defeat the proposed measure. We are,

I trust that this communication will fully convince you of the 
importance, as well as necessity, of making provision for publishing the 
decisions of said Court. 

In my opening message it was suggested that I would again call your 
attention to the necessity of taking some action in this matter. 

The communication herewith transmitted is sufficient to inform you 
of the conditions relating to this matter without further suggestion from 
me.

Boise, Idaho, January, 1901. 
To His Excellency, Hon. Frank W. Hunt, Governor of Idaho: 

Dear Sir: We respectfully call your attention to the fact that the 
State has made no provision, since 1893, for printing the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of this State. It is of great importance that this matter 
should be attended to without further delay. We have reached a point 
where the printing of these decisions is absolutely necessary. The decis- 
ions of this Court are accessible to the bench, the bar, and to the 
people only through the medium of the Pacific Reporter, the volume of 
reports heretofore printed by the Territory of Idaho, and the one volume 
printed since we became a State. To ascertain what former rulings 
have been, thè judges and lawyers, as well as laymen, are compelled 
to look through thirty volumes of the Pacific Reporter, In which are 
printed the decisions of California, Colorado, Kansas, Montana, Nevada, 
oregon, Washington, Utah, Wyoming, Arizona, New Mexico and Ok- 
lahoma, and sift our decisions out of a mass of decisions from these nine 
States and three Territories. 

This is an unusual and unnecessary burden. This burden falls heaviest 
upon the District Judges, who, during the progress of trials, must pass 
hastily upon important questions. Our District Judges do not have the 
necessary time to wade through those thirty volumes of the Pacific Re- 
porters, and among all the mass of decisions therein find the decisions 
of the Supreme Court of this State and thus learn whether a question 
before him has been passed upon by the Supreme Court or not, and if 
so, how it has been decided. 

The printing of these decisions make them accessible to the District 
Judges, and will .nsure gréater aveuracy in ne decisions of the District 
Court, and thus reduce the number of appeals and best subserve the in- 
terest of all the people. 

It is nut solely in the interest or for the convenience of the judges ana 
lawyers of the State that we urge the propriety and necessity of printing 
these decisons. 

The interest of all demand it. No private citzen, be he ever so pru- 
dent and cautious, can fortel when he may become involved in litiga- 
tion affecting his property, his Hberty, or even his life, 

The printing of these decisions will add greatly to the convenience of 
the judges, especially the District Judges, and to the lawyers also, and 
will insure more correctness in the decisions of as. courts in the State, 
but thuse most interested are the citizens whose rights become entangled 
in controversies that end In law suits, and in these cases the lawyers 
who represent either party are merely the hired men of their clients— 
the ligitant simply looks after his interest through his hired man, the 
lawyer. We trust that you, and the hanorable members of each House 
of the Legislature, wiu fully appreciate the necessity of making ample 
provisions for printing these decisions. 

Since 1890 we have received without cost to uS as many as nineteen 
hundred volumes of Court Decisions from other States and Territories, 
Alabama has sent us 34 volumes, California 39 volumes, Colorado 38, Il- 
linois 62, Indiana 46, Michigan 58, New York 26 and Pennsylvania 70. 

The Territory of Oklahoma, organized by an Act of Congress, May 2, 
1890, has printed and sent to us nine volumes of her Supreme Court De- 
cisions. We mention these facts to show what others are doing. Pre- 
sumably through carelessness we are in the humiHating position of be- 
ing the only State in the Union which does not print, officially, the de- 
cisions of her Supreme Court. This fact is bringing us into disrepute. 
We feel that this matter has not been fully and sufficiently considered 
by any former session of our Legislature. We have a splendid State 


Library, which is a credit to the State, being one of the best on the Pa- | 


cific slope. This library has cost the State comparatively little, 
It has been accumulated largely by purchase with funds paid into the 
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treasury by Jawyers and license fees, and in part by books furnished 
from different States and Territories under that system of exchange 
which exists throughout America. The different States sending us their 
law reports and asking and expecting ours in return. We are by reason 
of these facts in debt to every State and Territory in these United States 
and this debt is a debt of honor and one which should be, promptly 
discharged. Shall we repudiate it? That pride which every good citi- 
zen takes in the good name and fair repute of his State impels all to 
insist that provision for printing these decisions be promptly made. 

If we longer postpone: the printing of these decisions the different 
States and Territories will doubtless quit sending us their law reports. 

In fact, a number of them did drop us from their exchange list because 
we did not send them our printed law reports, but the State Librarian, 
at the request of the Justices of the Supreme Court, by importunity and 
repeated requests, and by representing to them that the Legislature 
would, undoubtedly, at an early date, provide for the publication of 
these decisions, after which these reports thereof would be sent to them, 
has succeeded in getting this State reinstated on the exchange list of 
the States that had uropped us.” This is a humiliation which ought not 
to exist and which there is no excuse for continuing. 

We suggest that the reportial work, the preparation of synopsis of these 
briefs and head notes be done by the Clerk of the Supreme Court ex 
officio, without extra compensation, under the supervision and control 
nf the Justices of the Supreme Court. This will entail much additional 
labor upon these officers, but they are willing to perform it in order 
t» get the work done properly. 

We suggest that the work be done under contract, let to the lowest 
bidder,- who will furnish a good and sufficient bond in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars for the faithful performance of his contract. The 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, with the approval of the justices of said 
eourt, award and let the contract. We suggest that the State buy from 
the contractor three hundred copies of each volume of „the reports 
and that each volume thereof be uniform with the first volume of Idaho 
Reports, N. S. R., published in 1882, as to style, arrangement, amount 
of matter contained, type and other features. It should be provided 
in the contract and in the Act authorizing the publication of-these de- 
cisions that residents of the State should be furnished the Reports, by 
the printer, at a certain cost, not to exceed so much. The State should 
have at least three hundred volumes. Some of the States having more 
than one library, will want, and should have furnished by this State, 
two sets of ‘these reports. Then the County Attorney, Probate Judge 
and clerk of the District Court, in each County should be furfiished 
a set, each of the State and Judicial officers should be furnished a Set, 
to be used by them while in office, and turned over to their successors in 
office. 

Each of our State institutions should be furnished a set. It will take 
not less than one hundred and fifty sets to meet the demands upon the 
State at the outset, and there should be quite a number on hand to meet 
further contingencies. By taking that number they can be obtained 
at a smaller cost per set. The second volume of Idaho reports, pub- 
lished in 1898, is not a credit to the State. The reportorial work is very 
imperfect, it is not properly paged, the mechanical and other features 
are not good, and it is not uniform in size with Idaho, N. S. 

This volume should be reprinted, We trust that you will lay this 
communication before the Legislature and make such additonal sug- 
gestions as you deem advisable,

In my biennial message to the Legislature I took occasion to recom- 
mend the passage of a law by which insurance companies doing business 
in this State should be made to pay a just share of the burden of tax- 
ation. = = 

These corporations practically pay nothing at present toward the ex- 
penses of State government, and Idaho is perhaps the only State in which 
they escape a fair measure of taxation. 

An annual revenue of $30,000.00 or more should be derived from this 
source, and the duty of attending properly to this department is suf- 
ficient to justify the creation of an Insurance Commissioner. 

If it is not considered desirable to do that, then attach it to the Treas- 
urer’s Office. i 

In connection with financial legislation I also desire to bring the at- 
tention of each member to the great importance of the general appro- 
priation bill. % 

The government of a young State, building up gradually on the safest 
lines, itself involves a heavy burden to the taxpayers. 

But also in every utterance of the people who elected you and specifical- 
ly in the declarations of the party of the majority in the Legislature, 
breathes the admonition to exercise the strictest care and economy in 
appropriations. 

Extravagance has not been countenanced and never will be in this State, 
and I urge that ne item be allowed ta pass through the appropriation bill 
that will not bear explanation. 

While I believe that it is the earnest desire of the majority of the 
members to keep appropriations within bounds consistent. with business 
judgement, I trust that the hurry and rush at the closing hour of the 
session will not influence members in allowing any great increase in any 
department of the State.
